LACK OF FEAR. THE 
“SECRET OF HEALTH 


EDWARD A. KIMBALL DISCUSSED 
TEACHINGS OF CHRISTIAN

“Try to realize that God never made or 
procured sickness and that it is simply a 
monstrosity of human conception.”’

fraud, and for the sole reason that God is 
omnipotent and that a knowledge of | 
truth does make from error, you wil! 
find to your joy and perhaps surprise that 
man, governed by intelligence, can triumph 
over evil. 
. “Picture to yourself some man or woman 
who is kind, loving and wpenent one whose 
fair life is marked by the milestones of 
benevolence and good deeds. Notice the ef- 
fect that such a mental condition has pro- 
duced on the face of this person with the 
softened expression and pleasing lines. 

“On the other hand, witness the man 
whose mind is evil; who for years has been 
animated by hatred and other brutal pro- 

nattion that distort and debauch man- 

nd. 5 

“Witness his face, hard, repellant and 
twisted. Its very offensiveness of outline 
and shape ie itself an evidence of the in- 
carnation of evil. You know that this dis- 
figured and twisted face has been cau 
by a wicked and sinful mind. 

“The practical influence of Christian Sci- 
ence does not stop at the reformation and 
healing of the sick and sinful, but extends 
itself into the everyday life and into all the 
affairs of busy men and women. It accom- 
plishes for euch people benefits that are as 
marked and as much needed as the cure of 
disease. 

“The lives, efforts,pursults and achieve- 
ments of them all, including artisan, far- 
mer, teacher, merchant, elerk, housewife 
and professional man, are all hampered by 
fear, anxiety and lack of confidence as 
well as by very many other evil influences 
which they do not understand.

Thirteen automatic switches are now in 
operation on the tracks of the St.. Louis 
Transit Co 

One has been in position since last Au- 
gust. The remaning dozen have been -in- 
stalled within the last two weeks. It is 
probable that the number now in use may 
be doubled by: General Manager Dupont 
and automatic switches placed in service 
at all important crossings where the tracks 
of the transit company intersect. 

The automatic switch has: been a nine 
da'ys’ wonder at corners where jts operation 
has been detected by the general public. 

Particularly has this been the case at 
Sixth and Pine streets. A few days after 
it was installed a messenger boy carrying 


a “rush” message stopped to look at the 


new switch 
“Gee! This thing works by itself!’ he 


exclaimed. 

A crowd gathered in response to the ex- 
clamation and watched the switch move 
one way for one car and in the opposite 
direction for another car, as if guided by an

“It’s very simple,”’ General Manager Du- 
pont told the Post-Dispatch. ‘‘Magnets are 
attached to the side of the switch that is 
buried in the ground. They are attached 


in such a manner as to form two circults. 
One is the same circuit that moves the car. 
The other is formed by the trolly wires and 
the magnets under the switch when the 
car’s motive power is turned off. 

“The attachment is made in such a way 
that when one circuit is closed the switch 
will move to the right and when the other 
circuit is closed it will move to the left.’ 

If a motorman approaching the auto- 
matic switch. for instance. wishes to con- 
tinue straight ahead he does not find it 
necessary to°do anvthing to ‘move the, 
switch. The circuit that furnishes the car's 
motive power pushes the switch to the 
proper side when the car strikes It. 

Should he wish to turn from the straight 
track all he is compelled to do is_to shut 
off his current. Then the circuit is formed 
with the trolley wire and the switeh is 
thrown in the opposite direction. 

The automatic switch is the invention of 
R. V. Cheatham of Louisville, Ky. He per- 
sonally superintended the installation of 
the dozen switches recently placed in ser- 
vice. Mr. Dupont says he has been at 
work seven years perfecting the invention. 


Waited to Let 

Frost Test Them. 

“He turned out ‘other switches - before 
that dic not fill the bill in this respect,” 
Mr. Dupont remarked, “‘and I couldn't use 


them. Knut he stuck to the work and finally 
evolved one that is perfectly satisfactory. 
I put one of his switches in at Eighteenth 
and Washington avenue last summer. It 

worked very well. I wanted to see how 
foods would act upon Mr.’ Cheatham’s 
device before I put them in generally, 
owen. We found that the frost did not 
impair their usefulness. Then I ordered a 
dozen. If they all work well I may order 
a dozen more in a few months. 

“The automatic switch is a decided ad- 
vantage in street railroading. It is always 
on duty. It saves the motorman’s time and 
needs nobody on hand to watch it. An or- 
dinary switch would take a man to watch 
it and even if he did. he would have to lay 
off occasionally in this kind of weather ‘to 
get warm. 

“One thing Is necessary to the success- 
ful operation of these switches. Their elec- 
trical attachments must be well protected, 
pertioularty from water. Ours have all 

een well wrapped and carefully buried.’’

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REFUSAL TO JOIN SYMPATHETIC 
‘STRIKE PUNISHABLE. 


JUDGE SPENCER WAS REVERSED 


Col. Froelich Enjoined Musicians From 
Expelling Him for Refusing to 
Support Street Car Strikers. 


By a decision rendered Saturday morn- 
ing, the St. Louis Court of Appeals affirmed 
the right of labor unions to discipline their 
members for refusal to join in sympathetic 
strikes, 

The injunction suit of Carl Froelich 
against the Musicians’ Mutual Genefit As- 
sociation was brought before the court on 
an appeal by the association. The decision 
of Judge Spencer, who granted the injunc- 
tion, was reversed, and the association was 
left free to deal with Froelich as it should 
see fit. 

Froelich had brought suit In 199 to pre- 
vent the union from expelling him for re- 
fusal to join in demonstrations of sympathy 
for the striking employes of the transit 
company. The granting of the injunction 

y Judge Spencer enabled him to retain his 
membership in the association, and the lat- 
ter organization appealed its case to the 
Court of Appeals. 


QUARRY WORKERS STRIKE. 


Disagreement With Contractors Causes | 


_ Walkout of 280 Union Men. 

Quarry Workers’ Union, Local No. 8370, 
declared .a strike, effectual March 1, at a 
meeting held Friday night at. Quigley’s 
hall, 2817 Chouteau avenue. The 280 mem- 
bers of the union demand a wage scale that 
will give 30 cents an hour to ‘“‘siedgers’’ and 
machine men and 25 cents an hour to labor- 
ers. This is an advance of 5 cents per 
hour over the present scale. 

The headquarters of the union during the 
strike will be at 1026 Franklin avenue: 

J. Delaney,.secretary of the union, said 
to the Post-Dispatch Saturday: 

“We have 28) men in our union and they 
comprise all the union quarrymen in the 
city. We wanted a new scale Feb. 1 and 
notified the quarry contractors that we 
would strike March 1, if our new scale was 
not adopted. They would not accede to our 
demands and the walk- out was ordered.’
